If the. noblemen and gentlemen in connection with the Jockey Glub 


do not come forward more bonourably to pay up their losses, the 
betting upon the Leger, the Cesarewitch, and the Cambridgeshire, 
will not be very brisk during the next few weeks. The nominations 
for the Jast-mentioned events have just been made,. and if the Admiral 
only diecharges his duties impartially, we may have large fielda and 
close contests for each event. Ihe Leger muster cannot possibly be a 
great one, unless anything unforeseen happens a, Lord Lyon and 
Rustic, and reports are rife that the Derby bero’s heals are so bad that 
Dover cannot get him fit for Doncaster. Tf that really be tho case, 
the Danebury nag will havo scarcely anything to beat, for Savernske 
is hors de combat, and though the Midsummer colt is getting pretty 
fit, we do not believe in Jobn Saott’s ability to land him for the “Sel- 
linger,” and we are quite sure that the remainder of the animals have 
been so completely run through, that their chances must be patent tothe 
veriest tyro. Barring nothing, the three-yr-olds are all exceedingly 
modurate; and we have not seen & two-yr-old this reason that is with- 
in some pounds of Achievement, and may not until the Middle-park 
Plate is run off at headquarters, where a lot of splendid and promising 
“darkies” are expected to show, The Derby betting will then bear 
a different aspeet to what it does now. 

There was nothing strikingly interesting in the Bricuton competi- 
tion of Tuesday end Wednesday last, beyond the Cup race, and the 
fifteen stakes only produced eighty-one runners, which shows a de- 
cided falling off. Butat this we are not surprised, for the handicap- 
ping was wretchedly bad, notwithstanding that the weights were 
adjus ed after the Goodwood contest. Auguste must have won by a 
mere ‘ fluke” on the ducal swards, after all, for Cecrops bowled him 
over in a common canter, and Norwood's success quite chagrined his 
Goodwood followers. Friponvior was little off, besides 
which he did not like the penalty and extra distance;- but 
Trocadero confirmed our estimate of his quality. Had not Tormentor 
been amiss, owing to being put in a damp stable at a country inn in 
Berkshire, after having been to Isley to try some of the Americans, 
sho would have beaten the Duke, forthe{Duke and Tourmalin’s easy 
defeat was quite expected by those who were in the ‘secret of her 
having had a leg. The prizo this year was 9 very handsome one. 
The vase. of elegant silver workmanship, pourtrays the escape of 
Charles Il. from Brighton to Fackham, near Havre de Grace, 

We s)all have somewhat of a busy time next week as Wolverhampton, 
Egham, Tiverton,Stockton, Oxford,and Wenlock all sue for turf patron- 
age. Being,as usual, we have no Sheet Calendar to hand with the complete 
programmes in, At Eqnam, Knight of the Garter should beat Cannon 
Ball and Pirate Ghief for the King John Stakes, six furlongs; and wo 
fully expect togeo Birdforth or Opoponax win the Highth Biennial 
Stakes at WoLveRnaMeTon, unless Uellina is better now than we take 
her to be. Jolin Day will secure the Ghiingion Stakes, either by the 
aid of Lady Hester or eowething of the Marquis of Hastings’; and 
the Seventh Biennial is a gift for Ischia, At Srockron,

were calculated todo him very much more injury thn even a sledge- 
hammer blow from Joo Gogss’s right. Both men had not only acted 
dishonourably towards their hackers, aud left themselves open toa 
charge cf cowardice, but they had (it was feared irretrievably) dis- 
graced and degraded the profession of the prizefighter. We have 
reason te believe that Jem Maco felt ell this very keenly, for what- 
ever faultshe may bave committed he is‘a man of generous impulses, 
and as to his pluck, nobody who knows anything of him would, we 
apprehend, for ® moment diyputeit, Both men, in short appear to 
have felt that if honour were Jost all former triumphs would be of little 
service to them, and the mouey was at once returned to their backers, 
anda new match agreed on. As we heve on a former occasion com- 
mepted somewhat severely on the meeting at Farningham, we must 
now dothe men the justice to eey that on Monday they went through 
ope of the most brunt battles ver recurded in the history of the P.R. 
Goss's indomitsble pluck. which never left him»to the last, was ouly 
equalled by Mace’s cool and collected fightivg. From the commence- 
ment they went at it ‘‘ding-dong,” Goss tally realising the expecta- 
tions of bis friends by going in and fore‘ng the fighting, although 
he mnsthave felt from the commencement thas he was over-matched. 
There was no “sell” on this occasion, and these two really accom- 
plished pugilists showed not only that they knew how to give but to 
take punishment. We hada vit from Jem Mace two days after the 
fight, and, although he does not look very much the worse, ho candidly 
assured us that he never foughta more desperate battle or encountered 
a more worthy opponent. Indeed, ho expressed the utmost respect 
and confidence for bis antagonist, whom he now offers to back for £100 
acide, with hisown money, @gainst any man in Loglend. It must be 
adwitted that the P.R. bas of late ben falling into sad disrepute, and 
the only chance there is of reviving itis by such exhibitions of thorough 
pluck, endurance, and science as was witnessed at tho fight on Mon- 
day. There are still many intelligent and influential noblemen 
aud gentlemen in this country who hold to the opinion that a gcienti- 
fically-conducted courageous fight is anything but an objectionable 
spectaclo, and if the managers of these encounters take care to have 
them properly conducted, we may rest assured there will siill be forth- 
coming a sufficiont number of paying patrons of the Ring. ‘The 
genervus feeling which Mace evinced towards bis sntagovist immedi- 
ately after the tight, is also some evidence that a pr zo fight has not 
after allo brucalising an effect as some of the opponents of the P.R. 
would lead us to believe.

THE GREAT FIGHT 


BETWEEN 


MACE AND GOSS’ 
FOR £400. , 


It will doubtless be fresh in tho recollection of our readers that these two 
celebrated pugilista met a short time back and went through a performance 
which brought credit or emolument to neither. After having been duly 
“walked into” by both sporting and other journals—called cowards, an 
charged with fighting a barney—tho present match was’ made, and (as our 
opinioa Was given a weelk or 60 baek); both men intended from tho very first to 
retrieve their lost reputations. The sequel will show. with what success their 
efforts met. Although they are so well known, it will not be amiss to give,4 
résumé of the doings of the men. 

Jaines Mace is 38 years of agé, stands 5f¢ 9in in height, and weighs about 
11}stone, though six years ago he could fight ata stone lighter weight. His 
first public fight wag with Slack, whom he disposed off in nine rounds and 
nine'een minutes for £5 a side, on Och, 2, 1855, Elated with the success’ of 
their protegé his friends backed him against Thorpe, of. the Borough, for £25 


aside and they met on Feb. 17,1857, down tho Medway. Thorpe, who wag 
a fine strong young fellow, by. trade ahammer-man, and possess of a koac 
of standing with his right leg first. was much fancied by his teanspontine 


backers, and at the ring side the odds of 2 and 3 to 1 went begging on bim. 
Greatly to the consternation of the London “ talent” the countryman too 
& most decideé lead, and, in fact, was never hit; a circumstance, coupled with 
his after performances, which led many peopie to imagine that he was pose 
sessed of the “ white feather,”—2a most unenviable notoriety. Whether or not 
such was tho case isa question we shall not attempt to set at rest, but must 
say that since the days of his misdeeds Jem has given ample proof of being 
possessed of as much game 26 is requisite for his Vocation. To return to tho 
subject, Tiorpe was polished off in 18 rounds 27 min, and Mace fixed upon 
old Mike Madden as _a triai horse, for £50 a side, bat for circumstances best - - 
known to bimself :efused to fight under a referee named by the stakeholder, 
and lost the money. In May of the following year (1853) Mace was to have met 
Mike and try conclusions in an off-hand affair, but being taken with a sudden 
longing for homéas he reached the station from :vhich the departure was to take 
place, he suddeniy bolted, and was heard of no more until ho appear 

a month or two later, and mada a match with Bob brettle, then the 
recognized chamnion of the Middie Weights, for £200 a site, Mace peing 
knocked out of time after fighting 2 rounds in 3 minutes. Jem Mace 
was now in very bad odonr, and Norwich was, to use a conventional expression 
“too hot to hold him.” His next essay was with Posh Price, of Birmingham, 
for £50 aside, whom he defeated in 17 minutes after fighting 11 rounds. 
Mace showed such points in this fight that he was backed some féw months 
afterwards to fight Bob Travers for £100 aside, and they met on Feb. 21, 
1860, but after fighting 6 roundsin 21 minutes the police interfered and the 
matter was deferred until tho following day, when, after fighting 57 rounds in 
91 minutes, Travers foll without a blow, and the referee awarded the stakes 
to Mace, who now had some difficulty in getting a match on; but 4 
split occurring between him and his quondam backer, Bob Brettle, he made 
a match for £200 aside, and after fighting 11 rounds in 19 minutes (part o0 
September 9, aud part on September 10, 1860) Mace was declared the winner 
and laid claim to the title of Champion of the Middle Weights, but - 
as no ove scemed anxious to disturb him in that capacity, hechallenged the 
gigantic Sammy, of Stalybridge, then Champion of England, who treated the 
inatter as one of the greatest ease, but was doomed t» a spedy disappoint- 
ment. They met on June 13, 1861, and Hurst received his quietus after figh 
ing 8 rounds in 40 minutes. Hurst was terribly punished, whilst Mace was 
all but scatheless, Tom King noxt met our hero for £200a side and the Belt, 
and: won but King, being dissatisfied, mado a fresh match, and turned the 
tables. fter this Mace was for some little while without a match, but 4 
last, tempted by tho offer'of £600 to £400, Goss made a match, and suffered 
defeat, after fighting 19 rounds, in 1 hour 55}min. Maco’s next appearance 
was to have been with Ooburn, bus that worthy findiug a loophole to crawl 
out of took advantage of it, and they drew their money, Coburn securing his 
£100 expenses. Wo must not omit to remark that it was through no fault of 
Jem’s that the fight with his American opponent did not take place. In ad- 
dition to the foregoing, Mace received forfeits of £180 from Bill Ryall, and 
£120 from Joe Wormald. He is now proprietor of tho Strawberry Running 
Grounds, Liverpool, and teacher of sparring at the Liverpool Gymnasium.

Round 7—Although tle scconds of Goss were assiduous in theif’ attentions, 
lie presented a sorry spéctacle, ds his nose and mouth were swolfen and bleed- 
ing, while his Talt eye was speedily closing, his tight in mourning, and sundry 
littié Lumps on various parts of his face p beginning to develop them- 
selves. Mace, who. was up first, was unmarked, with the exception of the 
“mouse” on his, right eye administered in the fifth round, Joe Goss 
came up very slow to tho eall, and alter ond or two attempts they coun- 
tered, Mace on the mouth, Jce on the pear ut withdnt any visible effect. 
Mace now landed a little ode without a return; and im getting away slipped 
down, bus immiediately’ jumped up and wauted to continue the round. 
The seconds of the other, however, ‘did'nt see it,” and they walked to their 
corners. 

Round 8—In, this round Goss recovered a bit, and over did a man try more 
fot His backors’ money, but he was overmat ‘hed and out genoralled He never- 
theless (after Jem had landed with both hands op the dial) got to half-arm, and 
seemed busy, but. his hands were open, and thé punishment he administered 
wag slight, while on the contrary every blow of Jém’s told.

Round 12—Joe’s faco now presented a most curious spectacle, being like one 
la¥ge bruise, diversified by here and there a rivalet, which, at every fresh exer- 
tion, broke out anew. He nevertheless was up first to the call of time, and 
landed a punch on Maco’s kidneys, making him wince. Mace lifted Joo olf his 
feet, and threw him heavily a fairbsck fall. .

Japfed on the belly, and Goss threw him with his back against 4 stale, 

ound 14—Goss, somewhat encouraged by his succesa in the previous round,

SLASHING BATTLE AT MANCHESTER. 
_, BRADY AND CHAMBERS, For £50¢ AT 88T 4LB. 

The bruising fraternity of Cottonopolis were all agog on Taesday last with 
tho engagement between these fi-tic heroes, both of whom hail from Salford 
the “Sarrey” sideof the “Iuky” Irwell), the terms of the match being to 
box at Sst 4lb, for £25 a-side, 

As the pedigree of the belligerents may not be uninteresting to our readers, we 
append a few particulars relative to,-botiemen. Arthur Chambers is a stiff 
built, broad-shouldered, musenlar young fellow, 29 years old, and stands 5ft 
hin high, His first appearance in thé magic arena, was on the Ist of Oetober, 
1864, when he vanquiehed Arthur Wobtee of Mode Wheel, for £4 a side, after 
boxing 20 rounds, occupying 35min: © His friends being dispozed to try bim 
at higher game, matchod the gihjoct of our memoir with Ned Evans, his 
present backer, for £60, at 8st 61h, when Chambers wis again victorious, 
at the conclusiof of the 44th round, time lh 30min, at Flouche, near Hazie 
Head-bridge, 8h Nov-, 1855. His next and last odsay, withia tho ‘“Oords of 
Discord,” was on the 6th of Feb, last, at Fouche; with Young Prior, whom hs 
compelled to strike his flag, after fighting 13 rounds occupying 20m. 
Chambers nitched his tent_ab Ned Evans’, Saw Mill Tavern, Chapel Field- 
road, Ardwick, the host himself acting as mentor, and disolagved for his 
banner tho old original bird’s*eye. James Brady added a unit to the millions, 
on the 12th of July, 1841, measures from head to foot 5' din, 
and his head quartets were at Mr. §. Hibbért’s, Hare ani fornds, 
Ancoats-street. His fitst customer was . Jack Rrchards, of Man- 
chester, with whom he fought a draw for £4 in 1330, time, Ih 
35m. Ho was -then. pittel against B4b Cellars, and the pair met 
on tho Istof Auzust, 1861, at Jackson’s Bout, when Master James was obliged

When the sponge was thrown up Chambers shed tears, and exclaimed 
What will my brother'say?” Ho was subsequently arrested by the police, but 
released on bail to appear the following morning before the magistrates. The 
winner is possessed of considerable pugilistic talent, and is endowed witha 
splendid Jeft hand, which fe uses admirably, He was superior to Chambers in 
point of science, but the latter was as strong aaa lion, and game as a@ pebble, 
and did everything in his power to turn the tide of battle in his favour, and 
gave his backers’ money. oth are entitled to a bumping benefit, and we hope 
tho loser will receive a golden salve for his wounds, and be paid for his colours 
the same asif he had won.

Tur Ness.—Dearth of water in 
the river continues to be the uni- 
versal cry. The easterly winds, at 
all times favourable to sea-fishing on 
this coast, render the fixed engines 
in the Firth more injurious to the 
welfare of fresh water fishings, and 
account in some measure for the late 
period at which the sammer fishing 
in the Ness commences to remune- 
rate its tenants. Prices, higher than 
usual at this period of the season, 
restrict the demand for consumption 
in the town and neighbourhood, leav- 
ing a surplus which is forwarded to 
the southern markets. Trout have 
this year returned to the Ness in 
something Jike their former abun- 
dauce. ‘The small supply of fresh 
water in the river does not seem to 
have the same effect on this species 
of the genus Salmo as upon the more 
noble tribe. 

Tus Uss (Brecon).—The new 
grating is now being fixed by the 
Canal Company at the entrance of 
their culvert at Newton Weir, and 
the work is apparontly being done 
in an efficient manner. This grating 
is designed to fulfil a twofold object 
—to admit sufficient water for the 
legitimate purposes of the canal, and 
to exclule the smallest fish; and 
should it prove a success, will pro- 
bably form the pattern of others 
throughout England. 

Tur Tay.—The dry and scorching 
weather has precluded anything being 
done with the rod since our last—the 
river being fartoo small. Yish, grilso, 
and troutare swarming at the mouthof 
the river, and will come up in hun- 
dreds with tho first spate. At present 
there is little or no appearanceof rain, 
the want of which is very much felt 
by the netting lessees, and we may 
add, by the country generally.

finger ends. He wields it even as ho wields his baton. Amongst his 
solo instrumentalists Mr. Mellon counts M. Wieniawski; Messrs. 
Levy, H. Weist Hill, G. Oollins, Barret, R. 8. Pratten, T. Hirper, 
Hughes, Lazarus, Reynolds, Winterbottom, and Pittman. Mdl'e. Marie 
Krobs, the young and favourite pianist, and Master Bonnay, the 


still more youthful player upon the “Xylophone,” also ap- 
pear. Mademoiselle iebhart is the principal vocalist on 
what may be called the ordinary nights, accessions to the 


strength of this department being promised for the classical 
aight, the first of which was Thursday. ‘The prograrzme, varied as 
it isalmost every night, cannot in our limited space be noticed in ds- 
tail, we must, therefore, content ourselves with saying that the great 
hits so far have been the overtures and other morceaux by the band, 
the pianoforte performances of Mdlle.

HAYMARKET. 

Miss Amy Sedgwick commenced her six weeks’ season here very 
auspiciously on Monday last. A large audisnce assembled, and the 
greeting the talented actress met with was of the most cordial 
description, The gratifying nature of the opening night’s proceed- 
inga, however, is not summed up in this. Miss Sedgwick has not merely 
to treasure the recollection of auexcoedingly warm greeting accorded 
to an old favourite, but a demonstration amounting to a now triumph, 
We have seen “ ovations ” accorded to actors on their re-entry on the 
scenes of their former triumphs after a more or less long absence, 
that, prodigious as they have been on the first appearance of the 
favourites, have not been supported by corresponding expreesions of 
satisfaction as the performances proceeded, ‘l'his was not the caso 
with the re-entry of Miss Sedgwick upon the boards which once were 
peculiarly her own; for hearty as was the groating on her entry, the 
excellence of her acting drew bursts of applause increasing in 
frequency as in fervency to the close of a performance protracted 
beyond midnight. Indeed, msny and great as have been the lady’s 
triumphs, and great in particular as was hor original triumph 
in the very part in which she now re-appears, sho has never, 
we think, played better, and we may also say looked better, 
than upon this occasion, “The Unequal Match,” written expressly 
with a view to presentation by’ Miss Sedgwick and the then (some 
ten years az0) Haymarket company, is one of the best comedies that 
Mr Tor Taylor has ever writteu. It is marked in the third act by the 
author’a invetera’e artificiality, but the two first acts are almost perfect. 
'o sea such a comedy now-a-days ia quite refreshing. Hester Graze- 
brook, the priocipal character, 13 one that fits Miss Sedgwick exactly, 
and probably there is no living ac'ress who could approach her in its 
exposition, Jer acting 1 the liigher portions was perfect, the 
combination of ingenuousness and innocent gaiety with strong sense 
and womanly instincts in the uncultured farrier's daughter being charm- 
ing and artistic in the extreme, while her acquitment ef the more serious 
passages incidental to her fine jady condition evinced, in our opinion, 
a great improvement upon former efforts of the same kind, The 
stagiaess which was'wont to mar these Jast-mentioned portions of Miss 
Sedgwick’s acting was upon this occasion indeed almost entirely, 
absent. As manageress, too, Mias Sedgwick must be congratulated. Judg- 
ing from the singularly felicitous cast of this piece we should say that 


she has gathered around her an excellent company. Next tothe acting y whole we may say oft 
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of Miss Sedgwick must be noticed that of Mrs. Buckingham White, 
an actress of refined power whose lengthened absence from the 
London stage is a reproach alike to managements and audiences. 
Mrs. White appeared in her original part of Mrs. Montressor, 
and imparted to the delineation a high comedy polish as rara as it was 
appropriate. Mr. John Nelson, too, is an able actor, and though he 
has not realised the expectations we ouce indulged regarding him, he 
shows, we think, in Harry Arycliffe, a decided impravement since his 
last appearance in London. Indeed he pliyed the part with much in- 
telligence and feeling. A Mr. Joseph Irvine midé a first appearance 
in London in the part of the valet Blenkinsopp, and it we have to 
chronicle as being of successes one of the most decided. Mr. Irvine 
gave us a taste of his quality, or rather qua'ities, for he is versatility 
itcelf, ia “The Dancivg Barber,” which preceded the comedy, but the 
full measure of his power a8 @ comedian was reserved for demonstra- 
tion through the wedium of that excellently drawn specimen of the 
“ hupoer servant,” Blenkiosopp. Mr. Irvine’s acting in this part was” 
go cbarascteristically and richly humorous, yet so unconventional, 
and, if we may be allowed the expression, gentlemanly, that 
is constituted quite a feature of the performance. Miss Polly 
Marshall made a welcome re-appearanca in the part of 
B-ssie Ebblethwaite, a part for which it would have been 
difficult to have found a better exponent. Mr. Vollaire mada an 
excellent, unctuous Doctor Botsherby. Mr. Andrews was, as usual, 
jerky, as Tofts. Mr. C. Warner posed himself very fairly as the 
“swell” Captain OChillingham, about all he had to do. Mr. Fitz- 
james was a characteristically irascible Sir Sowerby Honey wood, 
‘and the Misses Recknell and Mathews made first appearances and 
impressed fsvourably in the small parts of Lady Honey wood and Miss” 
Leech. Mr. Hudspeth was to havo played Grazobrook, but being 
taken ill at the last moment Mr. John Nelson, the stage manager, had 
to bespeak the indulgence of the audience for a reading of the part by 
the prompter.

Tr PorTRAITS oF Jem Mace, both in his fighting costume and in 
bis ordinary walking every-day dress, will be at once acknowledged to 
be very faithful likenesses of the renowned pugilist. 

TH TRIPLE-FIGURED illustration in the 5th page contains another 
portrait of Maca together with those of two other Norfolk champions; 
the one’on the right being Ben Sexton, tho renowned skittle-player, 
and on the left Jack Brighton, whose career as a pedestrian has always 
been coupled with marked interest. Of Mace’s career it is entirely 
unnecessary for us here to speak, as an account of his performances 
will be found in the report of the fightwith Goss on Monday last, 
which appears elsewhere. Ben Sexton, the champion  skittle. 
player, is a native of Warwick. He stands 5ft 8in, and goes 
in for heavy ball play. There can be no question that he has 
reduced evan this, omparatively speaking, vulgar game to a science, 
and the skill with which he can “ knock-’em-down ” has never been 
equalled by any other player. He is now nearly 30 years of age and 
hus been engaged in several great matches ; one of which, played at 

_ Lynn, in Norfolk, with Jem Hunter, lasted three days—Sexton won 
by two chalks, the ball being 11lbs, In this match no less than 73 
floorers were scored by each man at-one stretch. Sexton also 
vanquished the celebrated London champion William Toogood, so 
that ho is well entitled to the title of ‘‘champion skittle-player.” 
yack Brighton is another Norfolk champion, and one whose career 
as a pedestrian has been one of almost uninterrupted succes:es. In 
our illustration he is placed on Mace’s left, and looks as fleet a 
deer. Soma time ago he was rather prominently before the public as 
being one of the Deerfoot troupe who contended before the Prince of 
Wales at Cambridge. His height is 5ft 6}in, and he weighs onl 
83t 12lb. He’is nowin his 35th year, having been born on the 14t 
July, 1832. Brighton has on different occasions “shown the way” to 
some of the best runnors of the day. Amongst others he beat Nobbs. 
of Norwich, Mower, Fromo Smith of London, Murdoch, and others 
He slso won a six mile belt at Hackney Wick, defeating Lang, 
Mills, Barker, Job Smith, and Jones. He beat &. Mills four 
miles for £25 a side at Hackney Wick, but shortly afterwards 
Mills in return beat him in a six mile race at the same place for £25 a 
side and a belt... On Boxing-day in 1861 he beat Jackson, who had a 
start of 800° yards in ten miles, winning a silver cup and twenty 
guineas. Brighton is known as the ‘' Milk-boy,” and although we have 
not touched ona tithe of his performances, we have at least said enough 
to shew that he is worthy of being placed side by side with the two 
other “ Norfolk Champions ” selected for our il.ustration. 

ARTHUR CHAMBERS, Of Salford, who fought a rattling mill this week 
with J. Brady in the Manchester district, is a well-built young fellow, 
of about 20 years of age, He stands 5ft. 4tin. ie The fight on Tuesday 
was at 8st.4lb. Chambers’s first appearance io the P.R. was on the 1st 
October, 1864, when he defeated Arthur Webber, at Mode Wheel, for 
£4 a-side, in a battle consisting of twenty rounds, and lasting over 
thirty-five minutes. This success so delighted his friends that they 
set about trying him with higher game, and a match was got up, for 
£50, with Edward Evans, of Ardwick. Chambers was taken care of 
by the celebrated Harry Allen, of Birmingham, and the fight came off 
on Tuasday, the 7th November, 1865, at Hayle Head, and at the close, 
after fighting 44 rounds, which lasted 1 hour 30 minutes, Chambers 
was declared the winner. An account of his fight with Brady on 
‘Tuesday will be found elsewhere. :
